The com- 
pany promised to maintain a standard 
of 680 heat units to the cubic foot. For 
December its average, in 25 working 
days, was 693 units.

War and Navy Departments 
Favor Ordnance and Aircraft 
Developed by the War. 


HOWITZERS ON TRUCKS 


Mobile Rifles to Run. on Rail-, 
ways or by Traction for the 
, Coast Defense. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Ordnance and 
aircraft innovations designed from lines 
developed from the European belligerents 
have been authorized by both War and 
Navy Departments. 

They include Zeppelin type airships 
and large-caliber mobile rifles and 
howitzers, to be mounted on railroad 
trucks, for the coast defense or hauled 


by tractor engines over country roads. 
Secretary Daniels announced toda, 


that the “‘Zeppelin’’ would be construct- 
ed at once. Determination to build the 
craft was reached after an exhaustive 
study of the question of rigid airships 
by a joint committee of officers repre- 
senting the aeronautical branches of 
both services, the géneral staff of the 
army and the general board of the 
navy, which recommended that con- 
struction be undertaken at once. 

The recommendations have been 
abproved by Secretaries Daniels and 
Baker and the cost will be equally 
divided between the army and the 
navy. 

Army ordnance plants are already 
building: at the Watervliet Arsenal, 
New York, pilot guns of the 16 and 
12 inch Howitzer type. Plans are 
practically completed also for a 14- 
inch high-powered rifle with car- 
riage for mounting on railroad 
trucks.

$290,000 PAINTING 


T0 ART MUSEUM 


Thirty Canvases From Collec- 
tion of Late Capitalist Are 
Largest Single Donation. 


ONE IS WORTH $50,000 


Anton Mauve’s “By the River”’ 
Highly Prized; List of 
Other Works. 


Thirty paintings from the art collec- 
tion of the late Daniel Catlin have been 
siven by Mrs. Catlin to the Art Mu- 
seum in Forest Park. Catlin was a 
member of the Board of Control of the 
museum. 

Estimates of the value of the paint- 
ings vary, but it was stated at the 


museun: that the collection was believed 
10 be worth $200,000 or nore. The paint- 
ing regarded as most valuable is ‘“‘By 
the River,”’ the work of Anton Mauve, 
a Dutch painter. Its vakrf is esti- 
mated at $50,000. There are two other 
Mauves in the cvllection, on: entitled 
“Cows’’ and the other ‘‘Sheep.”’ 

Daniel K,. Catlin, a son of the late 
Daniel Catlin, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he did not believe his 
father had intended the paintings to 
&« to the museum, as the matter was 
not mentioned in his\will. His mother, 
he said, Wrote a note to the museum, 
stating that she desired to present the 
collection to the institution as a me- 
morial of her husband. He declined to 
place a value wn the collections. 

Will Be Displayed Later. 

The paintings are now in the hands 
of the muscun: authcrities andl the dite 
or their first display will soon be an- 
nounced.

“PORK BARREL” LEGISLATION 


Makes it Plain That Rivers <:nd Har- 
bors and Public Buildings Bills Must 
Be Considered Sepavately, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9%.—President 
Wilson has made it plain to the leaders 
in both branches of Congress that there 
must be a systematic treatment of the 
subject of rivers and harbors or he will 
veto legislation of this character. He

Military Service, yesterday disapproved 
of all universal service proposals and 
suggested a radical plan.

London Observers Regard Rumanian 


Situation as Gruve. 
LONDON, Jan. 9.—The capture of Fok- 


shani, the western bastion of the for- 
tified Sereth line, by the Teutonic allies 
is commented upon here as rendering 
graver the situation of Rumania. Fok- 
shani lies on the railroad, 45 miles noth- 
west of Galatz, and this important Dan- 
ube town apparently is in great jeop- 
ardy. 

Berlin last night reported that violent 
artillery duels were in progress near 
Riga. Dispatches from Scandinavian 
sources say the Russians have prepared 
for a great effort in the Riga district. 
Petrograd’s official announcement of 
yesterday said that in three days in this 
region 16 cannon and about 90 prisoners 
had been taken. 

Commenting on the Rumanian aitua 
tion, the Times today says: “It means 
that the Sereth lines are turned and 
that our allies must now fall back once 

ore. There is no sign of slackening in 
the enemy's determination, cnd it may 
well be, as our correspondent at Jassy 
the new Rumanian capital, suggests, 
that he designs the complete subjuga- 
tion of Rumenian territory.” 

The Times pays tribute to the great ef- 
forts Russia put forth in Ru narta’s be- 
half, saying: “Her attempt to hold the 
Sereth lines has failed, as the attempt 
to savé Bucharest failed; but she hag 
delayed the Germans for weeks ani 
made therm pay a heavy price for .ueir 
successes. The main brunt of the recent 
defesive has fallen on Russia. for the 
buik of the Rumanian army has been 
withdrawn behind the Russian lines to 
be refitted and reorganized. Russia 
could hardly have hoped to do more 
than delay the enemy's advance. Field 
Marshal von Maeckensen has three larze 
armies at his disposal, and, we may be

“With both their extremities now in 
the enemy's hands, tne Mereth lines, so 
far as they run west of the river, are 
useless.

Ultimatum Calls for Apologies 
to Ministers and Flags for 
Firing on Entente Troops. 


PIRAEUS, Greece, via London, Jan. 9. 
—Ministers of the Entente Powers to- 
day handed to the Greek Government 
an ultimatum, giving Greece 48 hours to 


comply with the demands contained in 


the note drawn up by France, Great 
Britain and Russia, Dec. 31. 


The entente note to Greece demands, 
among other things, that all Greek 
forces outside of Peloponnesus be re- 
duced to a number strictly necessary to 
the preservation of order; that all meet- 
ings of reservists in Greece north of the 
Isthmus of Corinth be prohibited; that 
ali persons detained for high treason 
or for other political reasons be released 
worthwith; that the commandant of the 
First Army Corps be dismissed, and 
that the Greek Government make apol- 
ogies to the allies’ ministers and flags 
at some public spot in Athens for the 
recent attacks on allied forces in that 
city.

victs to be worked outside the prison 
by persons not entitled to work 
them, though the statutes say spe- 
cifically that this shall not be done, 

That the Warden has made use of 
the private funds of convicts depos- 
ited with him as Warden in making 
out the payroll, 

That Carl McClung, commissary of- 
ficer at the penitentiary, and son of 
the Warden, bought decorations for 
the prison chapel for a private dance 
at which he was host and that the 
decorations were paid for out of the 
expense fund of the prison, 

That large quantities of fine hand 
work and embroidered linen manu- 
factured in the female department at 
the prison and high-grade inlaid 
furniture have been taken by the 
Warden for his residence, 


State Clothing Factory. 

That the relations of the clothing 
factory owned by the State and those 
owned by D. M. Oberman, largest 
prison contractor, and supposedly the 
State’s chief competitor, are even 
more closely intermingled than the 
recent exposures in the Post-Dispatch 
would indicate, and that the State 
factory is entirely dependent upon 
Oberman for its raw materials and 
sells him the larger part of its out- 
put. 

That officers of the penitentiary 
have submitted and have been paid 
expense accounts for trips out of 
town when the daily time records in 
the prison show they were not absent 
on the dates given, 

That the per diem expenses of War- 
den McClung when he is traveling or 
is away from the capital are from 
50 per cent:- to 200 per cent greater 
than other prison officials. 

One Statement Corroborated. 
The Post-Dispatch today corroborated 

Murphy's statement that fuel has been 
sold to persons having official connec- 
tion with the prison, when Attorney- 
General Barker, a member of the Board 
ot Prison Inspectors, which has com- 
plete charge of the prison and all its 
affairs, admitted that. he had been buy- 
ing coal at the penitentiary. 

Murphy said the records showed that 
‘ohn P. Gordon, until yesterday State 
Auditor, and another member of the 
Board, had bought coal at the prison. 

He said coal also had been delivered 
to the Central Missouri Trust Com- 
pany (of which State Senator Sam Cook 
is’ president), and that he mailed a re- 
ceipt for payment only a few days be- 
fore he was discharged. The bank, he 
said, paid $3.20 a ton for the coal, 
though the retail price at which local 
dealers are now selling soft coal is $4.50 
a ton. 

Murphy said former State Treasurer 
E. P. Deal was the only member of the 
prison board who had not bought coal 
or other supplies from the penitentiary. 

Concerning the selling of fuel, Section 
1634 R. 8S. 1908, says: “‘The Warden shall 
not sell or give to any of the officers o> 
employes of the prison, any fuel, forage 
provisions or manufactured articles un- 
der his charge, nor permit such things 
to be taken or used, except for the use 
and benefit of the State. <Any alleged 
violation of,.this provision may be ex- 
amined into by the Governor and Board 
of Inspectors, and, if found to be true, 
shall be held to be just cause for the 
removal of the Warden.” 

Ray Stevensen MeClung’s Chauffeur. 

Ray Stevenson, the St. Louis auto ban- 
dit, who was pardoned Sept. 19, was 
placed on the State payroll at a salary 
of $5 a month on Sept. 2 and he has 
been permitted to make out his own 
expense accounts for trips made out of 
town, Murphy says.

PRESIDENT'S NOTE 
SOON ON WAY 


Being Prepared in Paris and 
Nearly Ready, Announcement 
From London Says. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—Despite statements 
to the contrary, it is understood that the 
allies’ reply to the President’s note will 
be sent from Paris within the next 24 
hours. 

There will be great disappointment and 
surprise here if the note fails to meet 
with the apprqval of the United States, 
a> all the Powers concerned are said 
to have been anxious to maké it, as far 
as possible, a real reply to the Presi- 
cdent’s inquiries. 

Publication of the note is net expected 
until 48 hours after it is received, as it is 
believed arrangements have been made 
for its simultaneous publication. It is 
said there have been considerable 
changes since the first draft and the 
Near East question is reported to have 
been considered at much freater length 
than was first considered probable. 


Russian Newspapers Still. Fail to Un- 
derstand President Wilaon’s Note. 
PETROGRAD, Jan. 9.—The Russian 

newspapers and Russian public opinion 

are still wide of the truth in their 


understanding of President Wilson’s mo- 


tive in his peace note. These comments 
must not be confused with the attitude 
of the Russian Government, to be ex- 
plained in the joint response of the al- 
lies. Recent events make it possible io 
see a new angle in the Government 
siatement, prepared for the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent by the Foreign Of- 
fice: 

“Underlying the whole situation. re- 
garding peace proposals is a Germin 
tnreat to the allies. The purpose of the 
German note to make neutrals assist 
in securing peace at @ moment advan- 
tageous to Germany, by direct threat 
to some neutral Powers, is confirmed 
by the presence of German submarines 
and the simultaneous Wilson note. 

“The Russian attitude was always 
against war, but it was blocked by Ger- 
many in 1914. Russia was for peace un- 
tii Germany declared war, so, while 
wholly understanding President. Wilson's 
humanitarian position, she calls atten- 
tion to the fact that there has been nod 
mention of Belgium and Servia, which 
have suffered all the horrors of the 
German regime, especially as German 
opinion is insistent that Belgium submit 
‘o Germany in a political, economic ana 
military sense, if not actually annexed.: 


Count Andrassy Says Statement as to 
Peace Terma Was Misinterpreted. 
AMSTERDAM, Jan. 9.—The Koetnische 

Zeitung says that Count Julius An- 
drassy, the Hungarian opposition leader, 
has expressed regret that his statement 
regarding the communication of Ger- 
many’s terms to President Wilson has 
been misinterpreted. 


A recent cable dispatch reported Count 
Andrassy as saying that President Wil- 
son was in a position to communicate 
Germany’s peace terms to the allies. 
Subsequent dispatches corrected this 
statement, making the Hungarian states- 
man say that the President would re- 
ceive the German terms, with the in- 
ference that this step depended on sim- 
ilar action by the entente Powers. There 
has been considerable doubt as to the 
exact language used by Count Andrassy. 


Greek Reply to President’s Note 
Handed to American Minister. 


ATHENS, Monday, Jan. 8.—The official 
reply of the Greek Government to 
President Wilson’s peace note was com- 
mungated today to Garret Droppers, 
the American Minister in Athens. The 
reply associates Greece heartily with the 
President's effort in behalf of peace.

Davis was frequently interrupted by 
demonstrations of approval as he gave 
expression to his views on the different 
problems confronting the city with 
which the Business Men's, League is ex- 
pected to deal. In answér to the oft- 
repeated report that he intended to ap- 
point Roger N, Baldwin, now secretary 
of the €ivic League, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the Business Men’s 
League, he read a letter from Baldwin 
saying that he would not accept the sec- 
retaryehip of a commercial organization, 
if it should be offered to him, as his 
training had been in civic work. 

He said that he had been asked his 
views on prohibition and that he had 
answered that he thought prohibition 
was a moral question that ought not to 
be taken up by the league, but that if 
any considerable number of members 
wanted it taken up, then he believed it 
should be referred to all the members 
for a vote, and the result publicly an- 
nounced, so many for prohibition, so 
many against it, and so many not voting 
because they ddi not believe moral issues 
should be brought into the league. 

Stand on Union Labor. 

“IT stand,” he said, “and have al- 
ways stood for the open shop—for 
both sides. I believe in the right of 
men to organize for their own pro- 
tection, and I believe that any manu- 
facturer who attempts to prevent 
men from organizing -for their own 
protection is running a closed shop, 
and I have no sympathy for men 
who try to keep other men from 
working.” 

Davis said that St. Louis is standing 
at the crossing of the ways, and must 
go forward and meet the problems con- 
fronting it, or come to a halt. He said 
that it was difficult for men of the 
older generation to comprehend the 
view point of those of the younger gen- 
‘eration. “A great many fathers, he said, 
thought their sons never grew up. This 
fact was better unders tood by those 
who had fathers than by those who 
nave sons, he said. 

There is a need for community co- 
operation in St. Louis, he added, and it 
ought to be understood that business 
men prosper with a community and nev- 
er at its expense. We have to have fac- 
tories in St. Louis, he said, but we need 
foreign commerce, freedom of access to 
the ctiy, proper transportation facilities 
and the removal of all useless barriers 
to commerce. There ought not to be 
any more toll charges between St. Louis 
and the East Side communities than are 
absolutely necessary, he said. 

‘T believe that the league ought to 
get the public point of view about many 
of the important questions that arise, 
and that we ought to forget our imme- 
diate private advantages and put into 
the community as much as we take out 
of it,” he said. “I think we need more 
efficiency and more aggressive action 
in the league, and that the organization 
should give the kind of service that sim- 
ilar bodies are giving in rival ctes.

Regarding the front of Prince Leopold, 
the statement says: 

‘Renewed hostile attacks on both 
sides of the river Aa were completely 
repulsed. Night attacks by Russian raid- 
ing detachments between Friederich- 
stadt and the Mitau-Olai road were 
without success. 

“The Russians during a heavy snow- 
storm, succeeded in recapturing the 
small island of Glaudon, north of Il- 
lukst, taken from them on Jan. 4. 
Further Russian advance against the 
west bank of the Dvina was prevented.”’ 


Face Back to New Post- 
tions in Rumania. 
PETROGRAD, Jan. 9.—The Russians 
along one sector of the front in Rumania 
have fallen back without hindrance by 
the Teutonic forces to new positions 
along the line of the Putna and Sereth 
Rivers, the War Office announced to- 
day. On the Moldavian west frontier, 
attacks in the Oituz and Suchitza val- 
leys were beaten off, but the Rumanians

Berlin Reports Sinking of 6000-Ton

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 9.—An offi- 
cial statement issued to day by the 
German Admiralty announcing the sink-

Prohibition Leaders View It as 
Second in Importance to Pro- 
posed Federal Amendment. 


Ruling of Supreme Court Against 
Shipments From “Wert” 
Into “Dry’”’ States. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. %—The most 
sweeping of all Cecisions upholding pro- 


hibition laws was given by the Supreme 


Court of the United States vesterday, 


when it upheld as constitutional and 
valid the Webb-kenyon law prohilitin 
snioments of- liquor, fron» ‘wet’ to “dry” 
safes. It also sustained West Vir- 
ginia’s recent amendment to her law pro- 
hipiting importation in interstate com- 
merce of liquor for personal use. 

After having been vetoed by President 
Taft, who heid it was unconstitutional, 
and having been repassed by Congress 
over his veto, the law was sustained by 
the Supreme Court by a vote of 7 to 2. 

Leaders of the prohibition movement 
declare it is to their fight second only 
in Importance to the proposed consiitu- 
‘ional amendment. Lawyers for iiquor 
interests admitted it upheld and applied 
the law “in its fullest sense.’’ 

Chief Justice White announced the 
majority opinion, to which Justice 
Holmes and Vancevanter dissented. Jus- 
tice MeReynolds, while agreeing with 
the majority decision, did not concur in 
the opinion. 


Majority Opinion. 

An official digest of the majority opin- 
ion, prepared by the court, sets out its 
holdings as follows: 

1. That the West Virginia law, beside 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of 
all intoxicants except as to that which 
is permitted for medical, sacramental 
and manufacturing purposes, also for- 

‘bids all transportation of liquor and all 

receipt and possession of liquor trans- 
ported ‘in the State whether originating 
in or outside of the State, and although 
it does no prohibit personal use, puts 
sermfous restrictions upon the power to 
obtain for such use. 

“The court holds that in view of the 
well-established police authority of the 
State over intoxicants there is no rea- 
son to think that this law was .in any 
wise repugnant to the due process clause 
of the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. It, 
however, decides that unless the State 
authority has an exceptional application 
to shipments of interstate commerce as 
the result of act of Congress known as

MAN IS CITED 


FOR CONTEMPT 
IN MURDER CASE 


Jury Panel Dismissed After Two 
Testify to Attempt to In- 
fluence Them. 


Judge Rassieur today discharged the 
entire panel of 34 veniremen from whom 
a jury was to be chosen to try James 
Coff of 3909 Kennerly avenue for the 
murder of Ben C. Conway, and tssued a 
citation for contempt of court against 
John Linger, a butcher, of Vandeventer 
avenue, near St. Louis avenue, 

This followed testimony by two of 
the veniremen that they had received 
telephone messages last night and this 
morning. Samuel T. Able of 2921 North 
Taylor avenue said that last night a 
man called his home on the telephone 
and said he was John Linger. He asked 
whether Able had been called as a juror 
in the Coff case, and on being told yes, 
said, according to Able: 

‘I'm interested in: the case, and I’m 
coming out to talk it over with you,’’ 

Able said he replied it would not be 
proper for him to discuss the case, and 
when the other insisted he was coming 
out anyhow, left the house to avoid 
meeting him. In his absence, he said, 
two women called na dtold his wife 
thev wanted to see him on important 
business. When he did not return they 
left. The man who had telephoned did 
not put in appearance. 

William H. Farrell of La Salle 
street, another venireman, said a man 
called him on the telephone at his home 
this morning, and asked him whether he 
was on jury duty at the Municipal 
Court Building. Farrell replied that he 
had nothing to say, and hung up. 

Judge Rassieur,, qn, gajling the case, 
said he had been informed one of the 
veniremen said he had been approached 
concerning the case, and began exam- 
ining them one after another under 
oath. By the time the eighth man was 
reached, Able and Farrell had testified, 
and the Court, after consulting with the 
Cireult Attorney's office, decided to dis- 
miss the entire panel. 

The case Was put over until the Feb- 
ruary term of court. The citation for 
contempt is returnable tomorrow. Coff 
was convicted of manslaughter and sen- 
tenced to two years in the penitentiary 
for the killing of Conway, his next-door 
neighbor, on Sept. 4, 1914. On appeal tto 
the Supreme Court the case was re- 
manded for a new trial.

‘ADAMSON: LAW 
HEARING NEAR END 


Government to Make Final Ar- 
gument in Act’s Defense 
Tomorrow. 


QUESTIONS FROM BENCH 


Brandeis Asks Lawyer if Court 
Should Take Notice of In- 
creased Living Cost. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. -The great 
legal fight the constitutionality 
of the Adamson law continued in the

Supreme Court today, 
for both sides frequently being inter- 


rogated from the bench by the Jus- 


tices. 

The attack of the railroads upon 
the law was practically closed, and 
tomorrow the Government lawyers 
will make their final arguments in 
its defense. 

In presenting the railroads’ case, 
Walter D. Hines, their chief counsel, 
laid stress on the argument that the 
law is not a constitutional regulation 
by Congress of interstate commerce 
but merely a wage-fixing statute. He 
denied that Congress had the right 
to fix wages and declared that there 
was no analogy between rate and 
wage fixing. 

Chief Justice White and other Jus- 
tices frequently interrupted him. 
Justice White’s questions were ap- 
parently designed to draw out argu- 
ment regarding the comparative au- 
thority of Congress to prescribe 
wages as well as rates. 

Power of Congress. 

“Can Congress authorize the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to fix 
railroad wages?’ asked Justice Day. 

Hines replied that it was doubtful, 
unless the wages were abnormally 
low and should interfere with trans- 
portation. Asking if the brother- 
hoods’ wage contracts were fixed 
prior to 1913, Justice Brandeis said: 

“Shouldn’t this Court take judicial 
notice of the fact that there has been 
a great increase in the cost of living 
since these wages were fixed?’ 

Hines answered that the _ fact 
“would not justify the Court in hold- 
ing that evil existed which would 
justify Congress in exercising a 


\power even if it had that power.” 


“If there is no power there can be 
no justification for its attempted ex- 
ercise,”’ the Chief Justice observed. 

Power Over Wages. 

“Mongress has no power to prescribe 
wages hecause they have no substantis! 
relation to safety and efficiency in this 
case,’’ replied Mr. Wines. ‘‘The direct 
object was for the benefit of particular 
cases,’’ he continued. ‘“‘Any effect on 
rublic i: terest is incidental.’ 

“Then you argue that this is a regu- 
lation of wages and of private relations 
between employers and employes re- 
mote fros service?’ asked Justice Pit- 
ney. 

“It is a most remote regulation of 
commerce,’’ Hines answered. 

He added that the .aw would 
doubtedly cause increased rates.

It was with this purpose in mind that 
Dorothy Dix began her literary career 
2) years ago. Circumstances made it 
necessary for her to take up some line 
of daily money-earning work. In her 
girlhood she had received a liberal ed- 
ucation in her father’s library in Ten- 
nessee. There she had pored over the 
classics of English literature until she 
almost knew them by heart. Quite na- 
turally, this extensive reading had fired 


her with a desire to write some day, 
and many were the dreams she_ had in 
the old library of a time when she, 
too, would be world famous as the 
author of a classic. 

Then came her early marriage, and for 
a time forgetfulness of her girlhood am- 
bition to become a great writer—pre- 
ferably of fiction. True, before her hus- 
band’s financial reverses and ill health 
came, she had undertaken the author- 
ship of one or two short stories, but with 
no serious purpose in mind, and it was 
not until she was faced with the prob- 
lem of doing something herself that 
would mean an income that she earnest- 
ly turned to the dream of her girl- 
hood as offering the best solution of 
the problem confronting her. So one 
day 20 years ago, she stood tremblingly 
before the literary editor of the old New 
Orleans Picayune with her first real, 
purposeful literary word in her hands— 
and great was her joy when she was 
told that the story was acceptable. 

‘‘And do you know,” she said the other 
day, “‘the three dollars the Picayune’ 
paid me for that sketch—it was a fic- 
tion story—have always seemed to. me 
the most money I have ever earned. I 
am told that today I can boast of being 


the highest paid woman newspaper 
writer in the world, but somehow my 
present weekly income doesn’t appear 
so overwhelmingly big to me as did 
those three dollars the old Picayune’s 
literary editor paid me on the spot for 
my first serious effort at writing.’’ 

As already said, this first story was 
fiction. Mrs. Gilmer, following the- 
threads of her girlhood dream, had 
quite naturally made it so. But; with 
the realization that she could write in 
such a Way as to earn money thereby, 
there came the thought to her that she 
must write something distinctive if she 
would hope to succeed permanently and 
in satisfactory measure as an author. 
In her few months in New Orleans, 
where she and Mr. Gilmer had located 
for the latter’s health, she had noted 
from time to time the evident desire of 
women of her acquaintance for sympa- 
thetic help in solving problems confront- 
ing them—and often there was none of- 
fered. In turning over her own prob- 
lem, this circumstance flashed into Mrs. 
Gilmer’s mind. Then came the golden 
idea: ‘‘Why not write articles that will 
help the women who want help and can- 
not find it—articles that will be practical 
as to suggestions and yet of the heart 
any sympathetic?’ 


Starts Dorothy Dix Talks. 


The more she thought of the idea the 
more it appealed to her. Finally, she 
laid her plan before her friends on the 
Picayune, They were instantly sympa- 
thetic, and a few days thereafter the 
first of the now long line of Dorothy 
Dix talks was printed in the Picayune. 

Right from the start the talks were a 
big success. The first article brought 
in scores of letters, and within a few 
weeks Dorothy Dix was a Picayune in- 
stitution and was being written to for 
advice—help—comfort from all parts of 
the South reached by the circulation of

Anyway, 
I am glad that all through these years 
I have been able to help my brothers as 
well as my sisters, for is it now good to 
help whomsoever we can as we go 
through life, so largely made up of trou- 
ble and vexatious problems apparently 
for the average person?’’

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 9.—The 
Boersen Zeitung, Berlin’s leading finan- 
cial organ, seizes upon the dinner given 
to Ambassador Gerard by the American 
Association of Commerce and Trade as 
an opportunity to discuss peace again, 
It declares that the banquet had un- 
usual importance and expresses almost 
enthusiasm at the cordial relation ex- 
isting between the United States and 
Germany, as it finds them in the ex- 
pressions of the speakers. 

The Saturday evening papers declare 
that Germany will welcome every sup- 
port America will lend to the. peace 
movement, “so long as it does not at- 
tempt to narrow or foil the acquisition 
of peace worthy of Germany and the 
efforts of her fighters.’ 

In its comment. on the dinner the 
Boersen Zeitung says that it is natural 
that Germany now looks differently up- 
on an America “which has recovered 
from what may be termed its carouse 
over its rich war gains than on an 
America which Germany vainly tried to 
arouse to a sympathetic understanding 
of her situation.” 

The paper warns Americans, however, 
that théy must not expect the German 
people to be deeply grateful for peace 
efforts which it says are actually in- 
spired by America’s own desires and 
needs for peace, 

Calls Speech Significant. 
After saying that the banquet itself 
was far more important than an or- 
dinary festivity, the Boersen Zeitung 
makes the following comment on the 
speech of Ambassador Gerard:

The paper then cites categorically some 
half dozen reasons, which it considers 
cast doubt on the Ambassador's claim. 
Among these are the delivery of muni- : 
tions to the allies, the dismissal by 
Washington of German and Austrian 
diplomats and the opposition of the 
American Government to submarine 
warfare. 

The dinner is recognized, as pointed 
out in a Berlin dispatch to the Cologne 
Gazatte, as a political development of 
high importance, leading the German 
editors to devote their Monday reviews 
of the week largely to a discussion of 
its bearing on future German-American 
relations and upon pé@ace prospects. 

The Tages Zeitung finds that the 
American Ambassador “‘violated all dip- 
lomatic proprieties,’’ in speaking of the 
relations at all, and particularly in 
associating their prolongation with the 
continuance in office of Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Holweg, Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, chief of general staff, and 
Gen. Ludendorf, First Quartermaster- 
' General. ! 

Theodor Wolff in the Tageblatt, ‘a- 
menting that in the flood- of misunder- 
standing such reasonable exchanges of 
opinion and information are not more 
frequently heard, expresses high pleas- 
ure at the course of the dinner. 

The Cologne Gazette, in its Berlin dis- 
patch, says that the speeches sounded 
a note deserving of particular attention 
under present conditions and gave lively 
proof of the wish for the maintenance 
of good relations -and the mutual desire 
of the two nations to understand each 
other better. It reiterates that su-h 
meetings have an increased importance 
al the present moment.

And it was following their last game 
with Portage that the local team met 


with misfortune, eventuating in its dis- 
solution. On the way ome from 
Houghton, Mich., Harry Kiely, popular- 
ly recognized as the greatest allround 
athlete St. Louis ever turned out, 
stopped off in Chicago to visit relatives. 
And he was one of the victims of the 
never-to-be-forgotten. Iroquois Theater 
fire, Dec. 30, 1903, when 556 persons lost 
their lives. After Mr. Kiely’s death the 
local hockey players gave up the game. 
Others on the team were Joe For- 
shaw, afterwards a marathon runner of 
international fame: Bob Le Cron, a 
successful dentist of London, who is 
now with the Red Cross in France; 
Will Tozer, a Dallplayer, still at it on 
the Coast; Cr. Billy Dillon, unsuccess- 
ful candidate for Coroner at the last 
election; Josh Lowis and Mal Houlan. 
That was a team far superior to any- 
thing that St. Louis hopes to develop 
this season; but it was a typical team of 
rugged local youths of former days. Ev- 
ery member of it was adept at other 
sports. Dillon, Le Cron and Kiely were 
expert football players, collegiate and 
soccer. The others were good on the 
cinder path and some of them rode a 
bicycle as fast as any but the top-

Her triumph may be gauged by the fact 
that her works are played both in this 
country and abroad as masterpieces, 
ranked on their merits among the great 
Inasterpieces in the literature of sound. 
Many other women have worked in 
musical composition, but for the mest 
part they have produced small pieces, 
with an occasional symphony that sur- 
| vived only a few performances. On the 
other hand, Mrs. Beach’s “Gaelic” Sym- 
phony is performed at least once a year 
in America. The Philadelphia orchestra 
played it two years ago, and the Boston 
Symphony orchestra, which gave the 
work its premiere in 1900, is repeating it 
this year. 

In Leipsiec and 


Hamburg, about four 
' Years ago, Mrs. Beach enjoyed the pro- 
digious distinction of having her Ssym- 
phony and concerto given on the same 
program, with herself as soloist. In Ber- 
lin she played the concerto with 
famous Philharmonic Orchestra of that 
city. She says that the Germans, though 
most kindly, made no attempt to conceal 
their amazement, first 
woman and second 
American woman, 


Tells of Her Career. 

At the Jefferson Hotel today Mrs. 
Beach, before going to a rehearsal with 
the orchestra, outlined some of the facts 
of her career. She was born 49 years 
ago and, like Pope, she lisped in num- 
bers, though the numbers were musical, 
not poetic. She told things of her pre- 
cocity as a child which she said she 
could scarcely believe herself if they 
were not thoroughly vouched for. She 
cannot remember when she could not 
play the piano and compose pieces. 
When she was a year old she could sing 
40 tunes accurately, and before she was 
two could add a satisfactory alto to any 
tune she heard. Trained by her mother. 
an admirable pianist, at 6 she played 
the simpler Beethoven sonatas. At 7 
she performed in two public concerts, 
|playing the Beethoven Sonata, Opus 49, 
a Chopin waltz and a piece of her own 
composition, called ‘““Mamma'‘s Waltz.”’ 
But her parents wisely refrained from 
forcing her talents as a child prodigy, 
and she did not play again in public un- 
til she was 16. 

At 17 she was soloist with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra and the Theodor2 
Thomas Orchestra. At 18 she married 
Dr. H. H. A. Beach, a famous Boston 
surgeon, who died six ago. With 
her marriage she gave up a career as a 
professional pianist, though she Ccontin- 
ued to appear frequently with the Boston 
Orchestra and the Kneisel Quartet. In- 
stead, she devoted herself to composi- 
tion. With the exception of one year's 
istudy of harmony with an instructor, she 
mastered this science alone, industriously 
| studying orchestral scores by the ardu- 
ous means of copying them, and famil- 
iarizing herself with the orchestral in- 
struments one by one as she attended 
the Boston Orchestra concerts. 

Her first large work Was a mass, sung 
the Handel and Haydn Society of 
| Boston, when she was 25 vears old. For

More Policemen on Duty. 

“Crime always increases in the win- 
ter,’ Chief Young said, ‘‘and this is the 
Police Department’s busy season. 
figures show that there not an 
usually great number of crimes 
winter, except in the matter of street 
holdups. The active police force has 
been increased by the suspension of the 
recreation days and the drili practice 
which usually keeps about 100 men a 
day from duty. The men thusereleased 
for service will be used at night. This is 
the usual plan we have followcd for sev- 
eral winters to combat the increased 
crime tendency of the cold months. 

“It should be kept in mind that the 
numerical strength of the Police De- 
partment has not been increased in 19 
vears, although the city has grown 
greatly in population and former sparse- 
ly settled areas have become thickly 
populated. This is especially true of the 
district west of King’s highway. Neces- 
sarily the beats of the policemen in this 
section were too large and when more 
policemen were sent there the protection 
of some other section was reduced. 

‘“‘Many of the holdups this winter have 
been in the West End. The use of the 
automobile by highwaymen has part'y 
accounted for this. Where policemen 
are few it is easier for robbers to get 
away in an automobile.

Says Courts Are Lenient. 

“There has been no representation w 
this department by any ‘Federated 
Clubs’ as to a ‘crime wave.’

PRISON REFORM. 

Gov. Gardner is emphatic in his recommenda- 
tion for the complete abolition of the contract la- 
bor system in the penitentiary. Urging the cre- 
ation of a penal board and the appropriation of 
sufficient funds to provide facilities for labor in 
factoriés and on farms under the direct supervi- 
sion of the State, he said concerning private con- 
tracts for convict labor: 

I am thoroughly convinced that we must 
meet this perplexing and complex question 
boldly and fearlessly by saying once for all that 
these contracts shall never be renewed—that 
there will be no better time in the future than 
today to work out this problem with this 
factor eliminated. 

The Missouri penitentiary needs more than the 
abolition of contract labor; it needs a thorough 
reorganization on a basis of economy, humanity 
and good management. The discharge of a clerk 
who admitted legislators to the penitentiary in 
accordance with law is a recent proof of the un- 
fitness of the present prison administration. The 
renewal of a labor contract against the law is an- 
other and stronger proof. Sweeping out every 
remnant of the abominable old system and pro- 
viding for new and efficient management under 
a competent prison board is one of the first duties 
of the General Assembly.

So far the House Committee on Rules has heard 
nothing but official denials of “leak” charges and 
floods of “flubdub” from L&wson, who, while de- 
nouncing Congress and insinuating wholesale 
crookedness in tips from official circles in Wasbh- 
ington to Wall street, declines violently to give 
either names or sources of information.

THE WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION BILL. 

In a letter. published recently a lawyer who 
opposes the Workmen’s Compensation law charges 
that under it the insurance companies would 
reap enormous profits, and implies that the ac- 
tual amounts paid the injured workman or his 
representatives in case of death would be greatly 
reduced because of the insurance cost. 

The Post-Dispatch has already called attention 
to the fact that. the Workmen’s Compensation 
Commission, having in mind the necessity of in- 
surance, has drawn up a Mutual Insurance Dill, 
to be submitted along with the compensation 
Law. Under this proposed mutual insurance law 
any five or more individuals, partnerships or cor- 
porations employing in the aggregate 500 or more 
workers can organize as a mutual insurance 
company for the purpose of insuring the mem- 
bers of such company on the mutual plan against 
liability for injury or property of their employes, 
or for death caused thereby. 

With this law enacted there will be no need 
for employers to go outside their own ranks for 
insurance. Mutual insurance can be had at ac- 
tual cost. 

But, even with the ordinary brand of insurance, 
it is not true that the amounts paid the injured 
worker or his representatives in case of death 
would be diminished in order to meet cost of 
insurance. The payments’ to the worker or his 
representatives are fixed by the law and pay- 
able without reduction. 

The bill now before the Legislature has been 
drawn up, by mutual consent, after numerous

Along with some criticism of the Rev. Billy 
Sunday’s evangelistic methods have come expres- 
sions of decided disappointment at the quality of 
his bookkeeping.

WHY PEACE I8 SOUGHT. 

After a seven weeks’ tour of personal inspec- 
tion throughout the length and breadth of the 
dual empire, Dr. Schloss, editor of the Zuger 
Postzeitung, publishes an appeal to the entire 
world to stop right now the “senseless war,’ as 
he designates it, lest the “beastly wretchedness 
will wupe out practically the whole population.”’ 
Starting from Feldkirch, in the Tyrol, which, 
he says, used to be the “hennery of Central Eu- 
rope, and where the Government has kiiled the 
goose that laid the golden egg by requisitioning 
and eating all the flocks of chickens around the 
base of the Arlberg,” he proceeded through the 
Archduchy of Austria, where “even horse and 
dog meat are luxuries, reserved only for well- 
stocked purses,” as he put it. A concise pen pic- 
ture of the conditions is drawn in the following 
quotation:

A cabochon of passementerie 
is outlined with coins and pendent, from 
this are three coins strung on double 
gold cords. A tiny rosette of dark blue 
pasted feathers has jade and coin pen- 
dants and a long tassel of mingled green 
and gold. All these ornaments are rich 
in tone and will add a bit of bright color
